creditors held in this city on February 14, | 


to which none except a select few were ad- 
mitted. 

The outcome of the Akron meeting has 
just been made public in the form of a cir- 
cular letter addressed to the creditors, con- 
taining the proposed plan of reorganization 
and the report of the “special’’ committee 
appointed by the “‘special’’ creditors at the

STRAWBOARD TROUBLES. 


The Combine Has Its Own and the Out- 
look Is Not Pleasant. 

These are troublous times in the straw 
board business. There has been a tem- 
porary lull in price cutting, but it is the 
opinion of many that such a peaceful con- 
dition of things cannot last.

Seventy-six per cent. of the capital stock 
of the Werner Company is to be deposited 
with a committee of seven, with irrevocable 
power to vote the same, until all present 
claims have been paid in full, the committee 
to be chosen by the creditors.

The New York Filter Manufacturing 
Company Gobbles Up the Cumber- 
land [Manufacturing Company ang 
Its Patent Rights.

| chased from the Cumberland Manufactur- 
ing Company, of Boston, all of the latter’s 
patents and good will for the United States 
and foreign countries, and completed an 
arrangement with the O. H. Jewell Filter 
Company, of Chicago, whereby the latter 
pays a royaity for the privilege of manufac- 
turing filters for the Western territory un- 
der the patents owned by the New York 
Filter Manufacturing Company. The 
“Warren” filter, manufactured by the 
Cumberland Manufacturing Company, and 
the most dangerous rival of the “Hyatt” 
filter, manufactured by the New York Fil- 
ter Manufacturing Company, thus comes 





| into the hands of the latter company, and 
by the consolidation of the two interests a 
powerful combination has been effected. 
The New York Filter Manufacturing 
Company now practically controls the 
| manufacture of large city and manufac- 
| turers’ supply filters in this country. It 
owns the three leading types, these being 
the “Hyatt,” “Jewell” and the “Warren.” 
The essential feature of the “Hyatt” patent 
is the use of alum as a coagulant. This 
patent is most valuable, and the New York 
| Filter Manufacturing Company has been 
| fighting infringements of it for the last ten 
| years. 
by the courts. As recently as March 2, an 
injunction was granted the New York Fil- 
ter Manufacturing Company in a_ suit 
| against the Loomis-Manning Filter Com- 
pany, of New York, restraining the latter 
from infringing upon the “Hyatt” patent. 
The Morrison-Jewell Filtration Com- 
pany, of New York, was forced to the wall 
| on February 21 last. 
the “Jewell” patent, and in connection with 
| the O. H. Jewell Filter Company, of Chi 
cago, its Western associate, it had been 
| doing a big business in open gravity filters, 
i 


pressure filters and sectional washing fil- 
ters. The forcing of the Morrison-Jewell 
Filtration Company out of business was 
the first step toward the formation of a 
| filter combination that was designed to ab- 
sorb all the important filter interests. The 
Morrison-Jewell Filtration Company is 
now engaged in winding up its affairs. 
| Samuel L. Morrison has associated him- 
| self with the New York Filter Manufactur 
ing Company. An agreement was entered 
into last Saturday with the O. H. Jewell 
Filter Company, of Chicago, by which the 
latter will have control of the Western te1 
ritory. It will manufacture and sell filters 
under the New York Filter Manufacturing 
Company’s patents, for which it will pay the 
New York Filter Manufacturing Company 
a “suitable” royalty.

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CALENDERING MACHINE. 


A patent has been granted for an im 
provement in calendering machines. 

Calendering machines comprehend, usu- 
ally, a plurality or stack of rolls resting one 
upon another and running in suitable end 
bearings, the paper being passed back and 
suitable devices 


forth between the rolls, 


called “doctors” being pressed against the 





different rolls to prevent the paper hugging 
any particular roll instead of passing to and 
about the next of the series. In calender- 
ing machines as now usually constructed 
these doctors are mounted at their ends 
upon journals forming a part of the doctors 
themselves or are arranged upon pivots di- 
rectly connected with the doctors to enable 
the latter to be swung toward or from their 
respective rolls. The journals or pivots, 
being connected directly to the doctors, do 
not, however, permit any change in the 
axial or alined position of the doctor, and 
if, as is frequently the case, the rolls of the 
stack should, by wear in the 
bearings or otherwise, settle slightly lower 
at one of their ends than at the other the 
doctors for the several rolls would contact 
with the latter at one, their lowest ends 
only, and would therefore not operate prop 
erly upon the paper. 

In accordance with one part of this pres- 
ent invention the doctors are mounted in 
connections of 


reason of 


suitable end-supporting 
such character as will not only permit them 
to be moved laterally and bodily toward 
and from their respective rolls, but will also 


permit them when moved against their 
rolls to adjust themselves axially—that is, 
to change their alinement sufficiently to en- 
able them to contact for their entire lengths 
with their rolls. In the preferred embodi- 
ment of the invention for accomplishing 
this result the doctors are suspended at 
their ends in links jointed both to the doc- 
tors and to the supports from which the 
doctors are hung, there being one or more 
links at each of the ends as may be found 
desirable.

Hence the adaptability of this 
improved construction to rolls in which the 
alinement has changed. 

Referring now particularly to Figs. 3 and 
4, the doctors are pressed against their re- 
spective rolls by suitable springs s (shown 
as coiled springs), mounted upon suitable 
seats e¢ (shown as cup shaped) and pivoted 
at e’ to the cheek plates d*. The springs at 
their ends opposite their seats act upon 
suitable collars e* (shown as threaded upon 
the ends of the swing rods e*), which pass 
through the springs and the seats therefor, 
and at their opposite ends are slotted, as at 
e*, to enable them to be slipped upon the 
sector arm d° of the bell-crank levers de- 
scribed, the said spring rods at the slots ¢* 
being provided with the detents e° to co- 
operate with suitable notches e° in the sec- 
tor arms d* to fix the adjusted positions of 
the spring rods upon the said sector arms. 

When the calender is first set in opera- 
tion, it is desirable that the doctors press 
against their respective rolls with greater 
force than after the calender has been in 
operation for some time, and therefore in 
starting the calender the spring rods e* will 
be positioned upon the sector arms of the 
bell-crank levers in the positions deter- 
mined by the holding notches e*, farthest 
removed from the pivots of the said beii- 
crank the springs then
